Let’s start with a presentation of Honnor SS 
and yourselves. Who are you? Occupations? 
What’s your purpose? Political position? 

The band was born in 2009 when Jesper, Banditen 
(me) and Fillan was placed in the same soundtech 
group at highschool. All members of the soundtech 
group were verry in to fast and brutal music so it 
didn't take long until we had reached some kind of 
understanding and set a goal, which was to create 
the musical version of Alfred Nobel's dynamite. 
After some time, the group became much more 
productive and serious when I and Jesper realized 
that Honnor SS had something else, the chemistry 
was fantastic and the songs started to sound really 
good. However Fillan had not in mind to do any¬ 
thing serious out of the band as he tough that he 
had better things to do then wasting his time with 
"pointless hardcore punk". Neither I or Jesper 
understood why he did this move but most likely 
it had something to do with the psychosis he was 
treated for some months later. 


Honnor SS Had serious problems with finding band 
members, it were everything else then easy at this 
point. How ever, after lot's of crapy "demos" and 
other recordings together with Fillan. I and Jesper 
started recording some new tracks, we were at the 
moment a 2-man band with Jesper on guitar and 
vocals. 

Jesper could not play perfect without doing the vocals 
and now he were supposed to do it all at the same 
time. The fact that the guy couldnt do multi-handling 
at all were not gonna improve the chanses either. But 
did it work out? I bet it did, altough meanwhile we 
recorded this tracks we were still looking for another 
band member as we didnt have any bass-player which 
made live concerts impossible. When we were done 
with everything else then the bass we found our guy. 
Martin who liked Honnor SS since.. Earlier? joined the 
band and recorded the bass-lines for the 6 tracks 
which were gonna land on the debute EP: "How many 
die, how many survive, how many care enough to lift 
a finger? EP"

After Martin joined the band we started to have a lot 
more of rehearsals and were soon ready to play live. 
Altough, we weren't happy with this Guitarist/Vocalist 
situation. Jesper couldnt play and roar properly at the 
same time so we had to find one more member. This 
time we were so close of giving up all hope of a new 
bandmember. It took us about half a year to find the 
proper guitarist, but after many if's and buts we found 
our guy. Some sweat-smelling asshole in uppsala 
called David. We started to practice with him and 
everything clicked perfect. This had led us to our 
current line-up:

In earlier demos i created minor sounds just to 
add a little touch. For example during one of our reall 
early tracks called "Rattfardigt mord" i use a trash-ca 
which i hit on with a pipe.

What's the story behind the band name? 

Well the band was named when I, Jesper and Fillan 
(The sound tech group) had to stay really late in 
school to do this concert thing for some people who 
was going to watch what standard the school had to 
offer. Of course the band was pissed as we did not 
give a shit about this concert and would prefer to go 
home. Every group had to come up with a band name 
so when Honnor SS went up to the stage we wanted 
to be sure that we had the most provoking name as 
possible. Just to make the school look really dirty.

Now for something completely diffrent... 

Our political position is not our most important part, 
Honnor SS's main-goal is to do really raw and fierce 
hardcore which people can relate to. Although, we 
have political lyrics because we think that it's better to 
do something serious out of the songs we wright. If 
we are going to have texts we will write about those 
things we think is really wrong and stupid like war and 
of course nuclear development, (and of cours with 
some elements of abuse and adiction). But still, none 
of us are activists or anything like that. We are doing 
our part with the "musical support" but the most 
important part to us will always be to create music 
that fills people with that tense and aggresive feeling. 
Ooh shit i have to learn how to do a long story short... 
There is just to much to say. 


« iic nisi reeling i got after I listened to your 
I first record is that it feels very genuine, 
unpolished and raw, something that I miss in 
many bands playing in these days. What's your 
secret/trick? 

Well, most of the bands these days care to much for 
the quality and makes everything to clean. Our secret 
is nothing special, just try to record the songs with 
different methods of "micking-up". Also you shouldn’t 
be afraid to question the sound guy who is mixing the 
songs even if he knows what he is doing and you are 
not. Then hopefully, your shit will turn up great! Of 
course, what has helped me a lot with Honnor SS's 
sound is the small details in other music. One tiny 
micro-second in some song which you barely hear can 
be such a hugh deal. You don't think of it when you 
listen to a song but if it wouldn't be there, you would 
notice that something is missing. It can be about one 
single hit on some drum or one tiny echo that was 
maby not even meant to be there. Those are the small 
details that you have to learn how to hear, diffrent 
types of scratches and small details leads to a very 
personal audio.

Snutkukar perhaps even out-Disorder 1 
Disorder themselves. I will write more] 
about Snobbslakt in a future issue | 
of the zine, maybe. Anyway, TatueradeT 
Snutkukar only managed to record 
one demo tape which has gone down in 
punk history as "Hardcore Trash 03". 




The interview that follows, was made |

I like this thing from 
the past of "never mind how it sounds, 
we'll play anyway ". Sometimes I miss 
this today among all the o ver-produc edfc 
ed. 


In any event it was Soren who kindly]

Well yeah, 

Ta.S.K. was started by Agget and Gro- 
ning some time around 1982. In the be¬ 
ginning they would rehearse in the dust 
room in their council estate in Bjorkekarr 
and they rambled with some various pe 
ople and line-ups. One curious tidbit is 
that Ebbot from "Soundtrack of our lives’ 
is said to have played bass for awhile 


I moved from the home of my childhood 
Orebro to Haga, Gothenburg, which 
was the number one punk hangout city, 
and rather quickly I became mate with 
Jens. I can't remember whether he was 


in Ta.S.K. slightly before me, but we pro¬ 
bably joined the band around the same/ 
time. Most of the punx in Haga were a [ 
few years older so it was kind of natural [ 
that me and Agget would become | 
mates and we would go around on his Uji : 
flat-top moped together. Groning was f‘“ 
something of an outsider in Haga, damnfc 
intelligent and totally socially uneven. 
Inevitably we fell in the category ’’since } 
we will never be the best, we will be thej 
goddamn worst". | 


We rehearsed at a youth club for the '_ 

disabled and those with learning difficul¬ 
ties and made lots of noise and spent a 
very good time doing so. j 
















































































Groning fell out after awhile and 

members came and went. AmongT^ BH 
others Jonsson (Anti-Cimex and lateral 
Wolfpack) joined for a period of time. In I 
the end the line up finalised with me on 1 
vocals, Agget on bass, Hasse on guitar " 
and Jens on drums and that is how I see 
the band today. Primarily it was me and 
Jens how wrote the lyrics and everyone I 
was pretty partial to the music, with 
Agget as absolute dictator when it came 
to our sound. It had to be as much feed- I 
back and distortion as possible or else i 
he would get cranky and complained a I 
lot that it was too" conventional" (a word 1 
that he had learnt from Groning), so he d 
had his way. It was probably one of the f 
reasons why Jens quit the band. He had 
slipped into old Ramones and Slade and 
perhaps thought finally that it was pretty 
desert to play together with us others ^ 
who held the whole Bristol scene in the! 
highest regard, with Disorder, Chaos UK 
and Extreme Noise Terror in the top.

that it would be some snotty fucking kids 
that had simply stolen our name, but it M 
seems that the whole festival was made] 
up, unfortunately. Agget and me were m 
thinking of going and to be up front by 
the stage and headbang. It is always 
that constant talk about a reunion, and I 
we would surely get lots of dates, but ^k 
we are all pretty preoccupied with other] 
things nowadays. Agget has occasio- ■ 
nally been toying with the idea and I told] 
him that if he can get Jens (who is now d 
a youth priest in Stockholm) then I will 
THINK about it. But on the other hand I 
both me and Agget are turning 40 next I 
year and we could have some sort of M 
80-years-jubilee-tour... Who knows, you n 
may never be FULLY sure. 


We played with Rudis (a crazy fool from I

Fa¬ 
vourites? 


Ha ha. I had a feeling you would ask 
about that. It has kind of grown to 
become one of those eastside/westside 
hip hop beef within the world of punk. 

With the risk of killing something of the ' 
mythical about Ta.S.K. I can tell that 
the boring truth is that it was not that V: 
fucking dramatic. It was a friendly play 
fight mostly between me and Johan 
Granberg from Zynthslakt that the 
other members of the band joined in, 
either with passionately (Agget) or with 
moderate disinterest (Jens and Hasse). 

The facts of the matter is that me and 
Granberg were quite good mates, but 
we liked to brawl and argue with each 
other. Also they did play this rather nice ^ 
and friendly variation of punk that me 
and Agget thought was too pop and too - ; V 
weak to be counted and they thought 
that we were mostly just falling all over 
and making noise. Besides the public 
anti-Zynthslakt statements that we put 
out on records and elsewhere we did ac 
tually socialise a lot. I went to Vaster^s/ 
Koping a couple of times and Granberg 
I used to hang out in a lot in Gothenburg. 
Would like to take this very opportunity 
I to send my best greetings to the brot¬ 
hers Granberg and Kimmo and all the^

My oh my, that is a question of cons¬ 
cience I must say. I have been deep 
down in the folk/poetic singer/songwriter 
scene for some years and it is strange 
how many old punx who end up in this 
scene. Perhaps we get too shored up 
with the whole lyrical bit and go for this 
type of music? In other words I am not 
listening to that much punk nowadays, :/• 
but it happens quite often that I discover 
that what I am listening to are old punks 
if you know what I mean. Probably there 
is something "there” that you know and 
spontaneously like. But then there has 
always been some sort of acoustic 
poetic-punk that I have liked since my 
teenage years, with heroes such as At- 
tila The Stockbroker, Hamell on trial and 
John Cooper Clark holding the flag. 

I do tend to familiarise myself with the 
bands that I get friends with on MySpa- 
ce and perhaps that is a way to stay 
up to date. But my absolute favourites 
within punk today aren’t precisely bands 
*;•’** but Punk Illegal who are holding high the 
flag for Gothenburg. Partly they promote 
a lot and many times concerts and that 
keeps the scene alive and partly they 
are doing such a damn good work in col¬ 
lecting money for good causes.

We had a damn good sense of com¬ 
munity. Not only in the Gothenburg gang 
but also with people from other cities. 
Many times punx from for example 
I Skane, Smaland and Skaraborg were 
I here (but strangely the Stockholm crew 
I was excluded). One important reason 
K was probably that we had the area of 
1 Haga here in Gothenburg, and above 
I all the Lawn, as the constant hangout. If 
lyou went there was always people there 
[to hangout with and that was something 
jthat probably nearly every punk in 
iSweden knew about. My flat was more 
gor less a hostel for people who came to 
jjthe city. The area of Haga was a sort of 
■Sf^Free State where all sorts of possible 
g®££people, old proggrockers, junkies and 
fsjfS* mental| y disabled could just be without 
t0 ° mu ch interference from anyone, 
*‘^and in addition there was Sprangkullen 
I where all the concerts were. Because 
[there was a very good venue to go to 
| everyone would hangout there, both the 
[people from the inner-city but also the 
[punx from the suburban areas of the 
I city, and all this surely helped to build 
fithe unity of the scene.

Interestingly our local punk community is relatively 
small compared to our neighbouring countries. We 
don’t really have a proper punk space to do shows, so 
its mostly held in a local art space call the Substation 
or any other function room be it in a hotel, resort or 
some abandon shithole. Shows are held in an average 
of once or twice a month nowadays due to the fact 
that there are tons of touring bands coming down. At¬ 
tendance at shows also depends on who’s playing and 
what bands people wanna see, you can get an average 
of 50-200 people at a show. I use to run a punk space 
call Blackhole few years ago but it got shutdown due to 
a lot of legal and internal issues. Local zines are quite 
dead now, there’s only one zine running which is call 
Social Prison. There were tons of zines here during the 
90’s till mid 2000’s but now I don’t see any. There is also 
one local zine distro that is still carrying stuffs like Maxi¬ 
mum Rock n Roll, Razorcake etc. Right now, the current 
bands that I enjoy from here are Lifelock (noise d-beat 
disaster/disclose worship), Snaggletooth (motorcharged 
punk n roll), Enam Jahanam (anthemic hardcorepunk/ 
oi), Abrasion (fast grind-violence duo). It’s a small but we 
still have the energy to put shit out and make things hap¬ 
pen. A lot of us plays in more than one band but that’s 
not surprising at all coming from a small community.

Short Days and Idiot Talk both did great shows. Our set was also good 
I think. The stage was in a comer and had a small drum riser so 
sat looking at Ian with my right arm towards the crowd. Crazy 
shit. Klas was upstairs selling not so much merch, but watching 
sweet rock videos on a big screen from Jimi Hendrix, Red Fang 
Led Zeppelin, Aerosmith and more. Free bar too, lucky me I 
was driving after the show. We slept at Jeremy's nice house 


The promoters arrived and not much later the bar owner, 
and Illegal - the Canadian band sharing stage with us. They 
looked really crusty and we began chatting about Discharge 
and whatnot. The drummer and roadie were from Finland, 
the bassist and guitarist from Canada, the singer from 
Mexico and the driver from Italy. 


minutes the last days and by now Ian were getting tired of 
us. That's when we began saying it every five minutes in¬ 
stead. Tour mode. 

When we arrived at the venue, we realized the name wasn't 
fake. The cafe was litteraly next to the central station 




















and we were gonna play outside of it. There s a first time for everything and we were excited. Time to play came and 
not much people had arrived but hey - we gave it all we had and not one, but two encores. After the show a woman 
m a red dress asked me if I got many groupies. The she told me the story of when she used to be a groupie to diffe¬ 
rent salsa bands and how fun it was. I couldn't really relate. Fun story too. Red dress woman explained how you're 
supposed to dance sexy and search for eye contact with the band member you wanna get busy with. Be persistant 
and sexy. Sooner or later the band member will come to you and suggest something. That's when you say no, only to 
repeat the procedure the day after. It takes time, patience and endurance to be a groupie. 


Promoter Gaetan was really cool and we slept at his parents' house with a big front porch. No long drive tomorrow 
meant no alarm and sleep as long as we wanted. Over and out. 



Tuesday 11th - Getaria, ES @ Gaztetxe 

Woke up next to Klas & Manuela. Anton and Ian slept in another room. Manuela had been sick but this good 
night's sleep should cure her up, and it did! We had a very nice continental breakfast outside with Gaetan's family 
and Anton and Klas took a swim in the pool. 


Gaetan and his girlfriend tagged along with us to Getaria. On the way we stopped at a music store to get new heads 
and fix my hang tom. The store owner was fashionably late.

The scenic route to Getaria was just as beautiful as last 
year when we played here for the first time. Austrian 
band Kain loaded out their gear when we arrived and 
we decided to share.

We all had dinner together, our new travel mates 
too. The show was cool, much more people than last 
time. I almost collapsed from the heat, and my clothes 
were more wet that water could ever be. We slept at 
John's apartment which felt like a penthouse suite at a 
five star hotel. 


Wednesday 12th - Arnedo, ES @ Bar la Granja 
Klas fixed us breakfast, beans! Our travel companions 
took a bus home and we carried on, back to the venue, 
load-out our stuff, ignore the 50 euro parking ticket on 
our windshield, drive off to Arnedo. 

Spain has proven to be difficult to drive in with a 6x3m 
Sprinter van, and Arnedo wasn't any exception. Small 
narrow streets, sudden angles and weird bumps here and 
there. A dood in a batik shirt guided us and another

dood with a Rastaman Vibration shirt had the bar 
where the show was. A third dood in an AntiCimex shirt 
did the show and they were all great! 


it's important not to become an alcoholic just because 
you're on tour. We got very well taken care of by Majo 
and Letxon in their apartment. 




Bar la Granja was a very very small place but we 
managed to fit our backline. They had wifi so we were 
spazzing out on that for a while. Then came the people, 
and there were many. Show went good except for feed¬ 
back in the mini PA they had mounted in the ceiling. 
Afterwards we went home to promotor Txejo's 500 year 
old house (true!) to have dinner. The olive oil came from 
a local co-op and not for sale, so good! More people 
came and the afterparty was nice. I wasn't done when the 
others went to sleep so I tagged along to a bar to 
continue drinking and DJ:ing. All of a sudden someone 
invited me to join a foursome, very flattering. Minutes 
after, the cops came into the bar and busted us some 
kids with cheeba. One cop looked like he was gonna 
piss his pants. He was really fresh, maybe born in the 

90's. 


Thursday 13th - Valencia, ES @ La Residencia 
The round-abouts in Valencia suck They are big, with 
stop lights and a thousand lanes. I got mighty confused 
but managed to get us to La Residencia where we actua¬ 
lly played last summer with The Estranged. 


We stopped at the beach to swim. Anton got bitten by a 
spiderfish. He got patched up and we went to the venue 
where we saw many familiar faces and total excitement. 
It's more squat-like, but great size and good sound. Klas 
was feeling sick so I did the merch while he passed out 

in the van. 


The show went good, very focused and tight. It norm¬ 
ally takes one week to get into tour mode, which means 
you're basically a zombie 23hours and a speed freak du¬ 
ring the show. Occasionally I enjoy staying up all night 
smoking, drinking and talk shit. Not 


Friday 14th - Madrid, ES @ Nasti Club 
Woke up before everyone else, took a shower, went down 
to fill up the parking meter and stop by Lidl to buy 
some breakfast. I noticed Majo liked chocolate cereals so 
I got her a box of those. 


We drove back north, heading towards Madrid. Once 
again the urban terrain wasn't kind to our van but we 
managed to get all the way to the venue without any 
scratches. It took a lot of maneuvering. Of course there 
was no parking space outside the venue so we placed the 
van on the pavement. That resulted in a 200€ ticket. 
Nice. 


Promotor Nacho came and met up with us, took us to 
Holy Cuervo (a cool store with records and clothes) 
where we hung out for a while. Across the street is True 
Love Tattoo, one of the best studios I've seen on tour. I 
badly wanted a quick appointment but it just couldn't be 
done with this short notice. 


Turned out we couldn't leave our van at the pavement, 
despite the overly generous ticket. We had to move it 
again. Meanwhile our host Jens came, and also Manuela's 
cousins and family. So while she entertained them, Klas 
did the merch and Anton, Ian and I searched for a legit 
parking spot. 


The show went good but not too many people, I guess I 
was hoping for more. I think we were all a bit tired too. 
Afterwards we blocked the street (still no parking space) 
and packed the van in less than two minutes, well done. 
We stopped by our guy Jens bar to get some beers and 
then up to his apartment to drink talk do laundry and 
sleep. Jens was the coolest guy and best 






























Saturday 15th - Zaragoza, ES @ Arrebato 
Anton got up at 9 to pay the parldng meter, but it turned 
out you can only pay for one hour. He went back to sleep 
and next time we woke up time had past 11. By the time 
we went down to the car there was a 60€ ticket waiting 
for us. Anton took it from the windshield and fell asleep in 
the van. 10 minutes later, there was another 60€ ticket. By 
now, we owe Spanish parking scavengers 370€. 

When we came to the venue a bit early there were already 
people waiting outside screaming and cheering. One guy 
was really drunk but happened to have they key to Arre¬ 
bato. We could load in and then drive uptown cause there 
was some kind of antique fair flea market thing going on 

that seemed nice. 

Once there I almost died from hunger and didn't feel like 
paying a 3€ entry, so only Manuela went. The rest of us 
ate some supermarket food by the stairs outside. Suddenly 
two young girls came up and asked something in Spanish. 
We explained our inability to understand them and three 
other girls came. One of them asked us if we could buy 
booze for them. They must've been 13 years. Ian and I 
sympathized with them as we could remember how eager 
we were in that age, so we said yes and went with them 
to the supermarket. Outside stood maybe 15 or 20 other 
kids and we both felt that this might be a bad idea. They 
all waved their euro bills and asked us for different liqour 
brands. The clerks inside looked at us. I explained to the 
kids that they can't come with us into the store. At least 
when I was that age I acted a bit more discrete. Finally Ian 
and I and two kids walked into the store. The security 
guard gave us a "no no"-look and followed us. The kids 
started filling a basket with all weird bottles and it was 
just not gonna happen. We bailed on them and told them 

we'll be back later. 

Back at the show we meet with the other bands, promotor 
Jose and some other great ppl. The first two bands kill it 
on stage and when it's time for us, the curfew is minutes 
away. We hurry up and get bizi and by the time we play 
our third song the crowd is going crazy. The responsible 
people ignore curfew and let us play all set + encores. 
The crowd steal Manuela's mic and later on also her for a 
sweet crowd surf, not your average TF show. They invade 
the stage, sing and scream, and by the time we get off 
stage we're so done. Luckily we can chill out and sleep at 
Josh's house and steal his neighbours' wifi. 


Sunday 16th - Torello, ES @ Teatre Cirvianum 
The singer/bassist in Jose's band came over to the apt aro¬ 
und noon and made an interview with us for his video 
blog. We were in a hurry and when he asked us if we'd eat 
shit for 500€ we got up and left. 

The sweet little town Torello welcomed us with slightly 
bigger streets and not so much traffic. The venue was 
really a theatre which was crazy cool. We played in one 
corner of the stage and the crowd stood in the other. The 
first band was a singer/song writer, the 2nd band was an 
indie/skate two-piece, and finally us. It went well but for 
some reason I felt no connection to the music and couldn't 
play as good as I wanted to. 

Afterwards we went to a bar with promotor Aaron and a 
guy called Tony who talked all the time. Aaron had to 
leave and we were just about to finish our mojitos when 




a drunk guy in an Adidas shirt came up. He gave Klas two 
fuck-you's and carried on to our neighbour table to start a 
fight with the people there. They just laughed at his ridicul¬ 
ous attempts. Then he took a metal chair and tried to swing 
it, but ended up smacking himself in the back of the head. 
We tried not to burst out in laughter, payed for our drinks 
and got the fuck out. The sleeping place had posters of a 
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young

Monday 17th - Badalona, ES @ Estraperlo 
We drove about one hour to Barcelona, went down the tour¬ 
ist-crammed La Rambla to get breakfast at Maoz Falafel. 

First time for me actually. It was good! Then to Badalona to 
park the car outside the venue, Estraperlo. and run down to 
the beach. We spent a good time in the water and then at a 
beach bar listening to Snoop Dogg drinking Estrella beers. 

Back at Estraperlo promotor Moli met up and gave us more 
beer. The Argentinian band Los Vertigos were there too and 
seemed nice. I felt drunk and passed out on a couch back- 
stage. When I woke up the food was ready and it felt so 
good to eat something warm after days of cold food. Hand¬ 
some friend Guille came by and stole some food and then 
it was time for gig. Los Vertigos were cool and our set went 
really good. We went to sleep after a few beers and jazzy 
tobacco. Ian was really drunk and managed to entertain 
everyone. Last thing I remember is Guille playing some kind 
of salsa on his Blackberry and clapping hands in a very 
Spanish manner. 

Tuesday 18th - Toulouse, FR @ La Derniere Chance 
Packing the van hungover in mediterranean heat isn't exact¬ 
ly the best way to start a day. We drove to Toulouse and 
grabbed a coffee at a bar while waiting for promotors Paulin 
& Pablo. Trying to find a parking spot was almost impossi¬ 
ble. The load-out blocked the street outside the venue 
so we had to do it in less than two minutes. Angry french 
motorists didn't hesitate to scream and honk for any reason 
so we made it quick Anton and Paulin hopped in the car 
with me to look after a new parking spot. We circulated 
Toulouse and after one hour we were done. Meanwhile Ian, 
Manuela and Klas had prepared the gear and merch. When 
I got back the food was waiting, vegan chili with rice, bread 
and hummous. Perfect! I was so tired after driving. It's ex¬ 
hausting these minimal streets, probably cause I'm scared for 
scratches or dents in the van, so I sit tight and tensed. 

The show was cool and different. First band Seasick 6 
played some kind of psycadelia surf punk, really cool. The 
keyboardist had all her gear on an ironing board. Next 
band Blood Beach came from Portland and sounded more 
indie rock but with weird ingredients like mandolin, saxo¬ 
phone and thermin. Our show was way more punky than 
normal. We played the floor with our amps on the stage, 
the crowd were in our faces and during the encore - Bullet 
by The Misfits - Manuela jumped up on the stage and 
emptied a glass of beer or water on me. The crowd began 
throwing plastic cups. I reeked of two weeks sweaty clothes 
and now also old french beer. Couldn't wait to shower and 
do my laundry. 

Paulin, Anton and I walked the sweet 25 minutes to get the 
van and by this time the traffic was a bit easier. Load-out 
went much better. We went home to Manuela's cousin to 
sleep. Klas hooked up with a friend and slept somewhere 
else. We did laundry til 4 in the morning. 


Wednesday 19th - day off 
Waking up with nowhere to go is a weird feeling on tour. 
However, next show was in Munich which is 13 hours 
away from Toulouse so we figured we should drive half of 
it and get a cheap hotel along the way. 

I wanted to avoid Switzerland but for some reason we end¬ 
ed up in Lausanne around 23. I think we stopped at a 
Formula 1 but it was full. The night clerk said all hotels 
were fully booked cause of some "event", so we drove to 
Bern but no luck there either. We continued to Zurich but 
you know what, no fucking vacancies were to be found. 
Neither me nor Anton could drive anymore so we stopped 
at a parking lot and slept in the van. 

Thursday 20th - Miinchen, DE @ Kafe Marat 
Everyone were surprised when we woke up at time was 11. 
We'd all slept well despite the questionable comfort in a 
van. We continued through Switzerland and Austria and 
finally into Germany. Filled up diesel, checked air pressure 
in the tires and oil levels. All ok and we carried on. 

When we reached Kafr Marat we were all mighty tired. 
The long drive from Toulouse wore on us, especially 
Anton. A friend of Klas showed us a nice cafe called 
Zoozie's where we could get our wifi-fix and some drinks. 
We met up with our good friend and promotor Michl at a 
bar called Siidstadt, right across the street from Kafr Marat. 

We soundchecked and hung out for a while. Turned out 
the food wasn't gonna be ready for a while. We decided 
to eat at Siidstadt cause they had delicious vegan burgers 
but the door guy refused us entry cause some singer/song-

writer/sleeping-pill played in the bar, or we had to pay 
8-12C each person. We opted for bad pizza instead. 

The first band played some kind of acoustic punk they 
covered Against Me and Bruce Springsteen. Our set went 
well I think Sometimes it's hard to get into the music, it's 
like my body is playing but my mind is somewhere else. 
Afterwards a dude walked up on stage with his guitar 
and began playing weird shit like Mozart's a la turka and 
Super Mario 1 theme. I went up to dismount my drums 
when he proposed a little jam. Anton happened to be there 
too. so the three of us jammed away a little blues tune in 
front of the sad 4 people still at the venue. Funny though. 
Anton is such a fucking talented guitarist it's amazing to 
see him play. Michl drove us to Kafe Kult where we slept. 

Friday 21st - Leipzig, DE @ Zoro 
Michl came to pick us up and gave us breakfast. Finally 
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a steady meal to start the day. The last couple of mor¬ 
nings has mostly treated us sugar in different forms. 
Michl was also going to Leipzig for the annual Zoro fest 
which was perfect cause that meant he could drive 
while Anton and I could chill the fuck out in the van. 
Tonight holds much anticipation: we're gonna play our 
first out of three shows with White Lung, we're meeting 
up with our friend Greg Daly who drove (and will drive) 


potatoes, rice, potato wedges, salad, tofu meatballs, 
shiitake & tofu steaks, lingon, apple pie, vanilla custard 
and more treats. 


First band was Ruidosa Inmundicia blasting away their 
fastcore, then us, then Think Again from Japan, and then 
White Lung (so good!). World /Inferno and Fat 32 also 
played but I was too busy downing cider in the merch 

stall at that point.

us in USA, we're gonna see Pancho, Cormy Daniel, Frank,

pretty crusty too. 


The nature of this 
festival was crusty, 
even though the 
booked bands were 
very diverse. But 
most people had 
dreads and Nausea 

patches. Nothing wrong with that - but I don't like when 
anyone blame me for what I wear, or my hairdo. Luckily, 
the most people I met were just nice, no matter what 
they look like. 


Time had passed 3am when Alex came and wanted to 
show us &. White Lung the sleeping place. We took the 
chance to bail, slammed down file merch and cider and 
went to a nice apartment just for us. Franz who runs our 
German label Sabotage Records was also there as he's 
driving White Lung. We smoked four cigarettes in a row 
before going to sleep. 


When we arrived, bandhosts Thomas and Alex welcomed 
us. We were gonna play 2nd band and everything was 
pushed 30 minutes. Up on the 5th floor, we got amazing 
food, like always at Zoro. It was cooked by friends of 
ours and I couldn't thank them enough for the mashed 


Saturday 22nd - Brno, CZ @ Kabinet Muz 
The sight that met us when we came back to Zoro aro¬ 
und noon was grim. A guy who wanted to sell us heroin, 
a passed out dude with a dick painted in his face, some 
speedy people still awake and drinking. One of them 
told me to get a haircut so I don't look like a pop idiot. 
It's sad that those will be my last memories of such a 
nice festival. I could just laugh it off, but maybe it's just 
not for me anymore. I met Michl in the stairs and he'd 
be DJring all night, til 9:30 am. He said it was fun, but 
around 8 am people began giving him shit for playing 
Bruce Springsteen. 

We packed the van, said goodbye to Greg and World/ 
Inferno, and went off to Brno. Czech Republic is in the 
wrong direction being the 2nd to last show on this tour, 
but it proved to be a wise decision. We would play with 
White Lung again, and the venue was excellent, as was 
the crowd, and the town is really nice too. The venue 
Kabinet Muz had wifi, so I could place the merch order 
for next tour, which starts a couple of days after this one. 
They gave us very good vegan food and the sound guy 
used sweet Sennheiser microphones. It felt good to stay 
sober as I had to drive to the sleeping place. This might 
have been the best show on the whole tour. 

Sunday 23rd - Berlin, DE @ Bei Roy 
I hate the last day on tour. Always. I panic cause I don't 
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wanna go home, yet I still can't wait to be home. This 
time was no exception. I felt reserved and cranky already 
when we woke up. We did get some very nice breakfast 
from Jirka and drove pretty early which meant we had 
some time in Berlin. We parked the van at Wienerstrafie 
and went directly to Yellow Sunshine to force down as 
much soy protein as possible in our bodies. Klas won, of 
course. White Lung had already arrived at Bei Roy and 
helped us carry the backline all the way to the 5th floor 
where the stage is. The sound guy began moving the 34 
beer crates around the same time. He finally dared to 
ask us for help once we were done, so we started a chain 

gang, done in no time. 



The place began to fill up with punks and arty people. 
It was nice to see many friends again. White Lung did a 
great show, like previous nights. Ours went well too, 
Berlin is always great. But I did feel put off because it 
was the last show and we had to go home. We searched 
for a parking lot around Iffi's house which took forever. 
I wanted to sleep in the van so the others went upstairs 
to Snusmeister while I comfied up in the backseat. My 
last thought before falling asleep was what I need to 
mount a lightbulb inside my kickdrum. 


Monday 24th - drive home 
We're rolling home right now, listening to The Band, 
Madonna and Elton John. It's been a great tour and on 
Thursday we start our next one, supporting Refused. 
Tour life is what I know, but the older I get the more I 
doubt whether I wanna continue or not. Sleeping in 
vans, getting payed nothing and being called sell-out or 
greedy carrying heavy shit up and down and in and out, 
smoking and drinking too much, starting to recognize 
the employees at german gas stations, sweating, smelling 
like Bigfoot's dick, and so on. Yeah, I guess I'm gonna 
continue for a while.
